AUDACIOUS KISSANE. 


The Rogue and Forger Was a Typical | 
Soldier of Fortune. 

The hero of the following story, Kis- 
sane, had been a prominent business 
man in Cincinnati. He was tried with 
others and acquitted on the charge of 
burning the steamboat Martha Wash- 
ington to secure insurance, and after- 
ward was sent to the penitentiary fora 
large bank forgery: 

Into the Walker Nicaragua expedi- 
tion, made up for the most part of ‘‘men 
of strong character, tired of the hum- 
drum of common life and ready for a 
career which might bring them the 
sweets of adventure or the rewards of 
fame,” Kissane now, on coming out of 
the penitentiary, threw bimself with all 
the abandon of his daring nature. He ar- 
rived at Nicaragua Feb. 1, 1856. Un- 
der an assumed name he was soon ap- 
pointed and commissioned assistant 
commanding general, with tbe rank of 
major, and ordered to take charge of the 
comissariat of the army, He showed 
such ability that Walker soon promoted 
binj. For eight or nine months he bad 
the entire finances of the country in his 
bands, and bat for his careful manage- 
ment the filibustering scheme, it is cun- 
ceded, would have met an earlier de- 
feat. 

When General Walker marched to 
Rivas, he left Granada in charge of 
Kiesane. The latter made sudden sallies 
on the neighboring haciendas, and, cap- 
turing the wives and daughters of prom- 
inent Nicaraguans, beld them as bos- 
tages to be exchanged for money or pro- 
visions. He is reputed to bave made a 
fortune in the salo of confiscated hacien- 
das and vouchers. Under his direction 
cathedrals aud convents and private 
dwellings were pillaged of gold, silver 
and jewels. The plunder, which filled 
six large cedar chests, was melted, 
packed in smal] bulk and shipped to 
New Orleans. Robed in priestly vest- 
ments and carrying the holy eucharist, 
Kissane led a triumphant procession 
through the streets of Grauada. His au- 
dacity and bravery won him devoted 
followers. Few, if any, of bis compan- 
ions in arms suspected his carly history. 
Nevertheless the tropics did not shield 
bim wholly from memory of the psst. 
Recoguiziug in one of the youthful fol- 
lowers of the army the son of a man 
who had testified against him in the 
Martha Washington case, Kissane 
had the young mnn arrested on some 
trumped up charge and shot down in 
cold blood. 

At the collapse of the expedition Kis- 
sane caused to be published in the pa- 
pers accounts of the heroic death of 
himself under his new name. Mean- 
while he escaped from the country tc 
Panama cn board the United States 
sloop of war St. Mary's, Captain Davis.

It shook the editorial and com- 
posing rooms, the business office and a 
limited number of worthy people who 
bad seen ‘Tbe Lock” in manuscript as 
they had never been shaken save by the 
notorious Californian earthquake. The 
climax was precipitated when the justly 
indignant editor, whose motives, liter- 
ary judgment and good taste bad been 
impeached, declared that “The Luck of 
Roaring Camp'’ should appear in the 
very next number of The Overland 
Monthly cr he would resign his office. 
Wisdom finally prevailed, the article 
appeared, The Overland'’s success was 
assured, aud its editor was famoos,

Mr. V. S. Gordy Urges the Profess- 
jon to Greater Exertion. 


Mr, Editor and Farmer friends:—Hav- 
ing a deep interest in the tillers of the 
soil and an intense love for the occupati- 
on, I zeel prompted to write a short sr- 
ticle for your paper, touching some facts 
of importance to the farmer. 

It was with great pleasure we listened 
to the addresses of Mr. Amoss and bis 
assistants. They were inspirations to us. 
While the “iron is bot,” is truly the 
time to strike. 

One of England's greatest men gare 
utterance to the following words: “Man 
can be what he pleases, I haye brought 
myself by long meditation, to the con- 
viction that a human being, with a set- 
tled purpose, must accomp.ish it, and 
that nothing can resist a will which will 
take even existence for its fulfilment,” 
This man, though s jew, with obstacles 
numerous and almost insurmountable, 
clumbed to a position next to the queen 
herself and became the favorite of all 
ber prime ministers. Doubtless there is 
moch truth in the statement. 

Man most have high and noble aim or 
it will be impossible to accomplish any- 
thing of consequence. As Emereon 
said, “Hitch your wagon to a star.” 

It is useless to make numerous quota- 
tions or follow with many comparsons, 
afew will be sufficient. In the first 
place, what are we ambitious to accom- 
plish? Every man sbonid havea higb- 
er motive than simply to eke cut a bare 
existence from his profession. We 
want to feel that what we are doing not 
only furnishes a good living income, bat 
at the same time will make the profession 
one of honor. How is it with the farm- 
er? To be sure there are many farmers 
that are highly respected. As a rule 
how is the business regarded by the 
public? 

Men «ho carefully study the arts, 
languages, etc. become proficient in 
their special lines, and are honored 
with titled degrees. What style of de 
gree is conferred upon us? Old farmer, 
Hay seed, etc. Thesetwo are common 
place degrees, not used simply by the 
vulgar but refined. Isn’tit too bad that 
the bread producer of the nation, and 
the main spring of the world’s great 
machinery should thas be regarded? 

Think of it. From the one source, 
the soil, comes the hondreds of varieties 
of fruits, grains, vegetables, etc; all of 
these require the thoughtful care of the 
farmer for their healthy development; 

yet it requires brains! The facts are, 
tbere is more muscle and brawn inyest 
ed in the business than braios, and there 
is where the trouble lies. Men with no 
capital, nu edocation, often witb little 
ambition, unfit for any otber pursuit, 
are classed as fit subjects for the farm. 

Until very recent date it has been con- 
sidered useless to send a boy to college 
who is intended for tbe farm. He needs 
no especis! education or training; any 
Here is the big blunder. 

The college, generally speaking, pre- 
pares the young man for cleanly work; 
work requiring liltle manva! labor. A 
little kKnowledg sometimes doth puff 
one up. Usually in the mind of the col- | 
ege graduate, up too high for farming. 
What? too much education to farm! 
Farminga science, an art! Profoundly | 
s3. Yet does it require no knowledge? 
No institution of learning ever turned | 
out any man, with a list of degrees a! 
yard long, with too much learning to be, 
a successfal cultivator of the soil. He | 
needs to be well developed in all direct- | 
ione. Here is the real trouble. Educa- | 
tion has a tendency to elevate and re- 
fine, it brings our reasoning faculties in- | 


to play, and develops us above the brute | 
creation. 

Are we few in number? Statistics | 
will show we have a great majority a- | 
bove the men of sny other profession | 
Do we represent any capital? Yesa- 
bout one fifth of the wealth of the| 
United States. Boat I fear the wealth is 
represented largely by borrowed capital, 
just as the otber requisite for running 
our business is.

The Nicaragua Canal and Monroe Doctrine 


There is slways pending, in one honse | 

of Congress or the other, a Nicaragna | 
canal bill. Itis reported that many of | 
the senators have desired to deal con- 
clusively with the Nicaragna canal quest | 
ion before ratifying the general arbitra- 
tion tresty. This country has repeatedly 
made known tothe world its intention 
to exercise fall political control over the 
proposed Nicaragua canal, as necessary 
to our international integrity and peace 
ful development. The Nicaragna canal 
would be for all practical purpose an es- 
sential part ofoar coast line. All parti s 
in America haye adopted the view tbat 
the Clayton Bulwer treaty of nearly half 
acentary azo, providing for the joint 
Anglo-American control of the Nicaragna 
canal, had sole reference toa cana! which 
it was then proposed to beild, and conld 
not jastly be considered as binding npon 
a generation then unborn and living on- 
der totally different conditions. The re- 
lations of the Nicaragua cana! to the 
Monroe doctrine are of the most essenti- 
al character, We onght not. therefore, 
to ebare the political control of the Nic 
aragua canal with England or with any 
European powers. Nor c wld we well 
submit to arbitration with England or 
any otber European power any qaestion 
the adverse settlement of which would 
involve to any extent the denial or the 
weakening of our position ander the 
Monroe doctrine, as defined not only by 
earlier statesmen as Secretary Olney or 
Senator Davis of Minnesota. We can no 
more consent to arbitrate questions 
which involve the principles of the Mon- 
roe doctrine t ban England could submit 
to arbitration any question affecting the 
structure of her imperial system.

For ordinary botbeds and forcing 


strong manilla paper, that may be 
stretched on large sashes or frames and 
saturated by painting the exposed sur- 
face with boiled Jinseed oil until it be- 
comes translucent and impervious to 
water. Light wooden frames, 40 inches 
in widtb, and of any desired length, are 
provided and oovered with the paper, 
which is fastened by nailing at tho 
edges and then painted with ordinary 
boiled linseed oil until the paper is so 
saturated that the last coat of oil forms 
a emooth, glistening surface, like var- 
nish. As soon as dry the frame is ready 
for use. It admits sufficient light for 
growing plants, does not require to be 
shaded in hot sunshine, is light, dur- 
able, secure against breakage by hail or 
ordinary accident, and, taking every- 
thing into account, is said to be about 
100 times cheaper than glase. It is 
largely used by forista and market gar- 
deners in the district of Frankfort, and 
their general verdict is strongly in its 
favor, a)tbough for handsome conserva- 
tories, ekylights, etc., it possesses less 
dorability and uone of the neatness and 
eleganoe of tectorium. 

Finally, there is a pew prodoct, called 
hbornglas, which has been recently pat- 
ented and placed on the German market. 
Hornglas resembles tectorium in appear- 
ance, witb the difference that it is thin- 
ner, and consequently lighter in weight, 
and the insoluble gelatin with which 
tbe wire gauze is covered is whiter and 
more nearly transparent than tectorium, 
although it may be colored red, green, 
bloe or any otber tint that may be de- 
sired for special purposes. It is mano- 
factored in two qualities, one being of 
heavier wire and with larger meshes 
than the otber. The special advantage 
claimed for hornglas is that it does not 
soften under sun heat and is therefore 
adapted to use in avy climate without 
the danger of becoming so soft and ad- 
hesive os to retain dust and dirt. Its 
uses and general characteristics are sim- 
ilar to those of tectorinm.—St. Louis 
G)obe- Democrat.

Fattening Oysters. 


For many years past the seaside Oys- 
termen of the Eastern Shore have fatten- 
ed their oysters by putting them in fresh 
water floats and permitting them to re- 
main there several weeks before ship- 
ping them to market. This is especially 
true of Chincoteague Island, where 
many large floats have been constructed | 
slong the shore. These are filled with 
fresh water that is conyeyed by pipes 
Irom pumps and wells. Last fall sever- 
al Chincoteague oystermen tried the ex- 
periment of potting oysters in the fresb- 
water lakes that abound on tbe island. | 
It proved eminently successful, and now 
nearly all oysterman on the island are 
asing these lakes for the purpose of fat- 
tening their oysters for market getting 
at least one dollar per barrel more for 
them than for those taren from the sur- 
rounding bodies of saltwater. This pro- 
cess is said not to fatten the oysters, but 
it gives tbem a plomp appearance, which 
bas tbe desired effect in securing fancy 
prices in all the Eastern markets.

A Ceaseless Struggle Between Fire end 
Water In Antarctica. 

““*The Antarctic is a continental land 
unique in the world," writes General 
A W. Greely in an interesting article 
ou ‘‘What May Be Found at the South 
Pole’’ in The Ladies’ Home Journal. 
“Its desolate shores, rarely appioach- 
able under most favarubje conditions, 
are laved by ap ocean the richest on the 
globe in its marine life, animal and 
vegetable. Seals and whales in incredi- 
ble numbers abound in its waters, and 
countless sea birds cover with nests and 
eggs the few favored land spots which 
sre free from snow daring the brief, 
comfortiess summer. It ia a continent 
where abounds no land animal life, 
either mammals, birda, insects, spiders 
or reptiles No mamma) exists within 
600 miles of its borders. It is aleo de- 
void of land vegetation (except the low- 
est formis of cellular tissue, lichens, 
which bave been found in two places 
only), having neither ferns, flowering 
plants, shrubs nor trees 

“Here, howerer, nature displays ber 
forces on a scale elsewhere unknown. 
Over the millious of square miles of this 

austral continent ceaselessly continues a 
titanio struggle between the opposing 
ancient elements of fire and water. In 
vain the volcanoes pour forth streame of 
molten lava and shoot upward pillars of 
fire. Welcoming the lava as a protect- 
ing, nonconducting covering of its lower 
strata of Sowing glaciers, the conti- 
nental ice cap resistlessly advances, cer- 
tain that in time, when the processes of 
erosion have lowered tbe elevation of 
the volcanic craters, its coontlesa tiny 
snowflakes wi]! quench the apparently 
unextingvishable fres that now shake 
from end to end the contineut of An-

ON OCEAN’S BED. 


What Becomes of Ships Which Sink to 
the Bottom of the Ses. 

What becomes of the abip that sinks 
in midoocean? If it is of wood, it takes, 
in the firat place, considerable time for 
it to reach the bottom, In 100 or more 
fathoms of water a quarter of an hour 
will elapse before the ship reaches bot- 
tom. Itsinksslowly, and, wben tbe bot- 
tom is reached, it falls gently into the 
soft, cozy bed, with no crash or break- 
ing. 


Of course, if it is laden with pig iron 
or corresponding substances, or if it is 
an iron ship, it sinks rapidly and some- 
times strikes tbe bottom with such force 
as to smash in pieces. Once sunken, a 
ship becomes the prey of the countless 
inhabitants of the ocean. 

They swarm over and through the 
great boat and make it their bome. Be- 
sides thix they cover every inch of the 
boat with a thick Jayer of lime This 
takes time, of course, and when one 
generatio dies another continues the 
work, until finally the sbip is sò laden 
witb beavy incrustations, corals, sponges 
and barpacles that, if wood, the creak- 
ing timbers fal! apart and slowly buat 
surely are ubsorbed in the waste at the 
eea bottom. k 

Iron vessels are demolished morp 
quickly thau those of wood, which may 
last for centuries The only metals that 
withstand the chemical] ection of the 
wares are gold and platinum, and glass 
also seema unaffected. No matter how 
long gold may be hidden in the ocean, 
it will always be gold when recovered, 
and this fact explains the mapy roman- | 
tic and adventurous searches after hid- 
den submarine treasures Jost in ship- 
wrecks. — Exchange.

In Paris, at tbe popular 
Ambiga Comique, Decourcelle’s ‘'Les 
Deux Gorses’’ bas ‘‘broken the record,” 
having passed its two bundred and fif- 
tieth night Even ‘‘L'Assommoir”’ bad 
only 168 performances, and ‘‘Roger la 
Honte” on!y 129.—New York Times. 


The Force of Habit. 

Brooklyn contains more people who 
Jook to see that which does not exist, 
and which they know does not exist, 
than avy city in the world. And it is 
simply because of habit. Nearly all the 
railroads in that city, in the older part 
of the city, or Brooklyn as it was before 
Williamsburg was annexed and assimi- 
lated, converge at the city hall, and 
until two or three years ago the town 
clock was in*the cupola of that building. 
During the many years that it announo- 
ed the time by bell and indicated it on 
its four dials to the Brooklynites every 
person who passed ‘‘the hall’ looked to 
see what time it was. The habit became 
an instinct to most Brooklynites, and 
today, althongh tbey know that fire de- 
stroyed tho cupola, clock and all, there 
is hardly a person who steps from a car 
at the City Hall square or passes the 
building who does not look inquiringly 
toward the spot where the clock was 
but is not.—New York Times.

What It Means to Be Cut Of From Speech 
and Hearing. 

To be deaf is to be unable to hear, 
and to be dumb is to be unable to talk. 
The leck of hearing is remedied by 
teachieg the child to use his oyes and 
understand either signs or the motions 
of the lipe, and the lack of speech is 
remedied by teaching the child to use 
his vocal organs or his hands to make 
others understand, and, bebold, the task 
is accomplished, and he is ‘‘just like 
other folka!’ Not one thought is given 
to language, to the wonderful medium 
of exchange by means of which the busi- 
ness of life is carried on, that is sup- 
posed to come by nature, or instinct, or 
miracle, but never by teaching. 

A cultured lady, a literary woman, 
said to me once, after seeing some deaf 
children and hearing them go through 
certai vocal exercises which included 
every elementary sound in the English 
language: ‘‘Now, if these children can 
make all these sounds correct!>, why 
don't they go right on anc alk? What 
binders them?" She was a bright wom- 
an, and when a very short explanation 
had been given ber the reason flashed 
upou her, aud she said: “Why, what a 
fool Iam! I see! They've got something 
to say, and the mechanical ability to 
say t, but no language to say it in." 
And in that one sentence she expressed 
the reasou for being.of all tbe institu- 
tions and schools forthe deaf in the 
country. 

“No language to say it in, that ex- 
presses the condition of na deaf child’s 
mind before he is taught very well, but 
perbaps ‘arl ro language to think it 
in” should be added. Let the reader 
try for himself aud see bow much con- 
secutive thought he can accomplish 
without words, and if with bis mind 
trained by ye: m of intelligeut thinking 
he can do little until the words come, 
let him imng ee, if he can, the state of

From this ityppears that the exemp- 
tion depends on the use an association 
makes of the “enlarged powers” granted 
To the extent of their use, the stock is 
taxable; in otber words its assets ac- 
cumulated in the use of those powers, 
though invested in mortgages, will de- 
prive stock holders pro tanto, of their 
exemption from taxation, otherwise their 
stock will be exempt. 

His reason is that these powers 
don’t pertain to Building & Loan Asso- 
ciations or to corporations for the loan of 
money on mortgages on real and lease- 
hold property.

Distarbing Nature’s Balance. 


The great and growing cost of the at- 
tempts in Massachusetts to exterminate 
the gypsy moth shows how serious may 
be the consequences of a disturbance of 
“the balance of nature” by the introduc- 
tion of foreign animals. A few of these 
moths were imported some years ago by 
an entomologist residing near Boston, 

Several of the captives escaped from 
custody,and the State has spent $450,000 
in the last 4 years in a vain attempt to 
exterminate their descendants. It is 
now estimsted that at least $1,575,000 
will be required, and that the appropri- 
ation for five years to come should be 
$200,000 per annum. On the other hand 
a perpetual appropriation of $100,000 per 
annum would serve to confine the motha 
to the district In which they are now 
found. 

The problem resembles that which kas 
taxed the resources of the Australian 


colonies since the progeny of halfa dozen? 


rabbits, imported trom England, became 
so numerous that the maintenance of ag- 
ricultural industries was menaced by 
their depradations. Australia has ex- 
pended millions in rabbit-proof fence, 
and in devices for killing off the rabbits. 
But although bacteriologists haye en- 
deavored to remove them by disseming- 
ting the germs of fata] disease, the colo- 
nists have thus far been able to do no 
more than hold the animals in check: 
In Florida several rivers have recent- 
ly become choked by the rapid growth 
ofa kind of hyacinth imported a few 
years ago, and considerable expenditures 
will be required to keep the streams op- 
en for navigation. An imported insect 
called the black scale menaced the fruit 
industry in California until the State pro- 
cused from Australia and introduced in 
the orchards a little beetle which ate 
the obnoxious insects and thus brougbt 
relief. These and other instances which 
might be cited show that the utmost cau 
tion should be observed with respect to 
the introduction into any coantry of in- 
secta or plants for which nature has made 
no preparation there, and the growth of

OXYGEN AS A HEALER. 


A Rocard of Several Valuable English Ex- 
periments. 

During tbe Zulu war Dr. George 
Stoker, who served during the campaign 
as an army surgeon, had an opportunity 
of observing tbe method in which tbe 
natives treated their wounded comradea 
He noticed that they carried them to the 
highest point attainable, and there ex- 
posed the wounds to the puresg air and 
the action of pure water. This simple 
remedy was swift and sure, the worst 
cases yielding rapidly under ite influ- 
ence, doubtless the healthy state of the 
blood and the abstemions lives led by 
the natives having a good deal to do 
with the matter. Dr. Stoker was led to 
believe that the oxygen cure might be 
applied to ulcers, burns and wounds of 
a similar natore, and on his return to 
this country he made several experi- 
ments on such eases, and the more he 
saw of jit the firmer was bis belief in his 
discovery. Bacteria consist of two kinds 
— the harmful micro-organisms and 
those necessary to the system, in order 
that the mechanism of the body may be 
carried on satisfactorily. Before the dis- 
covery of antiseptio surgery the risk 
which was run wherever a raw surface 
was exposed to the air was enormous, 
but with the introduction of antiseptics 
into the treatment the danger was re- 
duced to a minimum. Iodoform has al 
ways been the special medium for use 
in the case of ulcers, and it is nota 
pleasant one, but it tended to hold the 
bacteria at bay. Now, however, it has 
been noticed that in cases where oxygen 
bas beeu applic and where the wound 
is healing the progress was marked by 
the presence of common organiams and 
that if a relapse occurred the bacteria 
disappeared, so that ove is Jed to the 
conclusion that a certain number of 
these living organisms are necessary in 
the formation of new and healthy flesh. 

It was decided to enter upon a wider 
field of operations and test this experi- 
ment further—fer it mast be borne in 
ming that as yet itis only an experi- 
ment—and accordingly a committee of 
ladies and gentlemen, under the presi- 
dency of Baroness Burdett-Coutts, un- 
dertook to establish a hospital at 85 St. 
George's square, 8. W. The hospital is 
small, hot if fands were forthcoming a 
larger bouse could be secured. The axy- 
gen used is said to be first generated in 
an iron funnel, and thence it is pumped 
into india rnbber bags, according to the 
strength required. The part affected is 
tben inclosed in a wooden box with a 
glass lid and cased round with oilskin. 
A tabe communicates with the box and 
the bag, and in this way the oxygen is 
introduced into the box Other appa- 
ratuses are contrived for the back, head 
and otber parts of the body. The first 
effect is the ceasation of pain, and the 
healing properties are quickly discerned. 
One case of an uloer of 40 years’ stand- 
ing had yielded to the treatment in 
threa weeks, another of 18 years in an 
equally short time, and many otbers 
had a similar tale to tell Not one of 
the least of the virtues of the oxygen is 
its deodorizing power. It bas also been 
tried on cases of baldness, with the re- 
sult that the hair grew rapidly and in a 
sbort time was ip a porma] condition. 
To what length tbe curative properties 
of oxygen may be carried remains to be 
proved, bot it has at least one advan- 
tage, that of extreme economy, for, be- 
yond the cost of the oxygen, which, it 
ia said, comes to about 244 pence for 34 
bours, there is no expense for dressings 
or medicines. — British Sanitary Record.

This case was argued. before.. Judge 
Page at the January term of court, op an 
injanction restraining’ the County Com- 
missioners and tbeir collector, John W. 
Farlow, from collecting county tares 
from the association for the year of 1895, 
which the State Board of Appeals had 
adjusted on appeal from the State Tar 
Com missioner. 

The point raised by the association 
was that its shares of stock were exempt 
from taxation to the extent of invest- 
ment in mortgages, where the land of 
the mortgagor is taxed to the owner. 
This position, the association contended, 
was in conformity with the Act of 1894, 
Chapter 321, which authorizes building 
and loan associations to issue sbares of 
paid-up stock to members, and. exempts 
mortgage and mortgage debts and shares 
of stock of building and loan assoctations 
and al! coporations for loan of money on 
mortgages or leasebold property to extent 
of the investments of such corporation 
in mortgages, the property so mortgaged 
being taxed to the owner. 

Judge Pageheld that the exemption 
does not apply to the plaintiff in this 
case, because of its enlarged powers under 
the Act of 1895, chapter 171, which, he 
says, confers upon plaintiff “powers not 
belonging to sach corporation.” And 
he says in reference to the cons!ruction 
of this Act: J 

“It woald seem to follow from this (tbe 
enlarged powers) that the complainant 
is entitled to the exemption due to the 
stock of a building an:! loan association 
or coporation for the loan of money on 
leasebold or real estate, only to the ex- 
tent uf its business as such. For such of 
its business sa may be authorized under 
ths Act of 1892, or to be more exact, 
such business as cannot be referred to 
the powers of the corporation as a build- 
ing and loan assoc ation, it must remain 
liable to taxation as other corporations."’ 

The case involves between §700 and

the association will carry the case to the

It contains the following Maryland i- 
tems: For completion of Government 
building at Cumberland, $50,000. For 
disinfection and storage building for Ma- 
rine Hospital at Baltimore, $2000. For 
post lights on various rivers, including 
the Elk river of Maryland, $300,000. Sal- 
ary of superintendent of Life Saving Ser- 
vice for coasta of Delaware, Maryland, 
Virginia, $1600. For fish culture station 
al Battery Island and at Bryan's Point, 
$360 each. For maintenance of quaran- 
tine, including Delaware Breakwater, 
Reedy Island and Cape Charles and 
Supplemental Station, $137,000. For 
survey of unfinished portions of the At- 
lantic coast from Maine to Florida, and 
for surveys, including Chesapeake bay 
and tributaries; $25,000. 

General Daffield estimated $35,000 for 
this work. Mr. Miles will try to have 
the amount increased to that figure, so 
that the resurveying of the Chesapeake 
can proceed w'thout interruption or de- 
lay. 

The bill carries a total of $50,664,743.

Looking at farming from a financial 
stand-point we see the running prices of 
farm products so yery } w that ssa bus- 
iness it oflers no inducement to capital 
as an investment. The Governor of the 
State of Maryland, before the Garrett 
county institute last week, said farming 
did not pay him, because the value of 
tbe prodicts merely represented their 
cost, and in some instances fell below it. 
He bat voiced the condition, not only i 
this State, but in the United States. 

Can any process of education advance 
the price of the products? It seems not; 
with a steadily in¢reasing knowledge in 
the “profession,” as Mr. G. terms it, the 
prices bave declined, except occasional 
fluctuations usually influenced and con- 
trolled by contingences—not at all di- 
rected by the farmers, How can an ed- 
ucated farmer change this condition? 
You say combine and put prices up, per- 
haps. Can this be done ? Can rny skill 
in the speculations, “bulls or bear,” ad- 
vanoe prices. If it could skilled specula- 
tors would bave had prices “hitched to a 
star" in comparison. 

How does the educated farmer eflect 
results as bis education touches the pro- 
ducing of the producta? If the cost of 
prodaction is diminished there is a cor- 
responding difference between the cost 
and selling price, which would give him 
a decided advantage. Has this been 
done? Has the great progress that has 
been made in cheapening and simplify- 
ing the process of production improved 
the condition? Has the invention of 
new and labor-eaving machinery lessen- 
ed materially the cost of production? 
It seems that the condition has steadily 
grown worse; and the condition is cer- 
tainly bad if we judge from the cry and 
clammer tbat preceeded the last elect- 
tion, the echo of which still lives and is 
not likely to die, but will be caught up 
again, and, no doubt, resounded from 
shore to shore.

The tians even learned 
the- use -of tin an 
enamel, two centuries before the 
Assyrians had learned the use of 
lead-in the manufacture. Almost 
forty feet of alluvial deposit along 
the Nile covered bits of pottery that 
an English engineer .secured and 
presented to the British Museum. 

The Persians practiced the art. 
So did the Arabs and Saracens. 
Then Europe got the secret-—and 
iost it. In the Fifteenth century 
Luca della Robbia rediscovered it. 

Bernard Palissy, born in the pro- 
vince of Perigord, France, 1510, 
was the father of enameled pottery 
in France—not the applier of other 
men's wit, but the laborious evolver 
of a science. Sixteen years’ labor 
was spent in the evolution—years 
of privation and sacrifice. Aye, 
more, for the spirit of the inventor 
quenched the spirit of the man. His 
children died from lack of comforts; 
his wife pleaded in vain. 

The man was mad. 

The kilns needed fuel — fuel, 
fuel. Empty purse, the upbraid- 
ings of his wife, the contempt of 
neighbors, were all unheeded. He 
would succeed. Furniture was 
troken and burned, and the story- 
teller paints his climax by the glow 
fromthe last stick. The fire dies, the 
kiln cools. Palissy, with trembling 

ands, withdraws the few pieces.

The Electric Furnace. 

M. Moissan has an account of his lat- 
est researches with the electric furnace 
in a recent issue of L’Annalesde Chimie 
et de Physiqne. He gives the prepara- 
tion and properties of titanium, molyb- 
denum, uranium and the borides of iron 
and of carbon, the preparation of man- 
gavese and a historical account of the 
researches already made on the crysta)- 
lized carbides of the alkaline earths 
He also lays claim to the discovery of 
crystallized carbide of calcium, while 
assigning to Mr. Wilson the credit of 
having introduced its manufacture in 
the United States. With regard to tita- 
ninm, M. Moissan has found that with 
a current of 50 amperes and 50 volts 
titanic acid is converted into crystal- 
lized oxide of titanium. With 850 am- 
peres and 70 volts the bronze yellow 
nitride is obtained. When 1,200 am- 
peres and 70 volta are nsed, the tem- 
perature rises above the point of decom- 
position of this substance, and the car- 
bide is formed, free from nitrogen, and, 
if this is heated with an excess of titan- 
io acid, titanium containing only 2 per 
cent of carbon is obtained. These suc- 
cessive actions, says M. Moissan, give a 
decisive proof of the increase of temper- 
ature of the electric aro dependent on 
an increase of the current and form the 
starting point of another long series of 
experiments. The preparation of the 
crystallized compound of iron and boron, 
sontaining over 15 per cent of boron 
and nearly corresponding to the formula 
FeB, effectually disposes of the asser- 
tion of some workers on iron that it ia 
impossible to alloy these two elements. 


Imaginary Ailments. 

Physicians very often meet with peo- 
ple who are carrying around imaginary 
ailments, and who really believe tbem- 
selves as badly afflicted as they assert. 
Some curious cases have been noted. A 
young woman of this city bad been con- 
fined to her bed many months with an 
illness which wholly deprived her of the 
use of her lower Jimbs. The doctor who 
attended her failed to discover the nature 
of ber affliction, which might ordinarily 
have been attributable to several canses. 
Examination, however, revenled poth- 
ing calculated to throw |: bt on the 
matter, and tbe doctor, after patient 
and exhaustive analysis and attention, 
came to the conclusion that the illness 
was imaginary.

ke" MUD BATHS. 
How the Mushlike Mixture Is Prepared 
For the Patients. 


"The hot springs of New Mexico,” 
mys a gentleman from Las Vegas, ‘‘are 


' on the Santa Fo railroad, six miles from 


Lue Vegas, sod they are situated in a 
basin about 80 acres in extent, sur- 
rounded on all sides by bills rising toa 
height of from 800 to 400 feet, shielding 
the place from wind and sand storma. 
The mud baths which are famous for 
their curative effects are only to be had 
in two places in the world—here and at 
Carlabad, Germany—and it has been 
shown that the mud found at the hot 
springs of New M»xico and which is 

baths is of the samé 


formation of this mud or peat. It is 
formed by the vegetation which bas 
been washed down from the hills prob- 
ably a century ago, and which, settling 
among the rocks, has become decomposed 
and formed into a substance which is 
practically carbon impregnated with 
salts, magnesia, soda, lithia and various 
other ingredients. 

“This peat is gathered from the rocks, 
dried and put through a fine sieve in or- 
der to remove the silicates, and after 
this trestment it is as soft as flour. It 
is then taken to the mixing room, where 
it is put in large tabs and the,water 
from the hot springs mixed with it un- 
til it is of about the consistency of mush. 
The mud is pow ready for use, and it ia 
taken into tbe bathing room, where the 
patient is placed in a tub and covered, 
with the exception of the head, and al- 
lowed to remain in the mud for from 10 
to 85 minutes. The application of the 
mod has an effect similar to a wild 
poultice and draws the imporities from 
the body through the pores of tbe skin. 
The patient is then removed from the 
bath, placed upon a slab and submitted 
to a vigorous rubbing, the chemical 
composition of the mud being euch that 
it can be rubbed from the body with a 
dry towel, leaving the flesh ia a clean 
condition. A great many people come 
to this place to take the mud bath treat- 
ment, and some marvelous cures are 
effected. In one instance I remember to 
bave seen a man who was all drawn up 
with rheumatism, and after two weeks 
of this treatment be bad been relieved. 
The treatment is expecially beneficial to 
persons afflicted with neuralgia, rhec-

Bat his abiding hostility to the Jesuits, 
based, as he declared, on their corporate 
action in England and Rome, was testi- 
fied by the prediction which he uttered 
on various occasions, ‘‘I foresee another 
1778.”

MONKEYS IN CHURCH. 


OPEN AIR CONGREGATION WHICH 
THEY VOLUNTARILY JOINED. 


Some of Them Brought Tbeir Babies With 
Them sad Bored Their Ears When They 
Showed Signs of Levity—Experience of 
Missionaries In India. 


The most singular audience that I 
ever sawgathered to listen to preaching 
was an audience of monkeys, says an 
India correspondent of the Boston Gold- 
en Role. 

When I commenced work in the re- 
gion which I baye now occupied for 
more than 80 years, I asked two fellow 
missionaries to join me in a preaching 
tour in the adjacent taluk, or county. 
We first went with three native assist- 
ants to the taluk town, or county seat. 
Our tents were pitched in a grove ad- 
joining the town. We usually on our 
tours went twoand two to preach in the 
villages; but, this being the taluk town, 
and the first of our preacbing the gospel 
in that region, we went in a body into 
the native city. 

Walking through tbe cloth, spice, 
grain and iron mercbants’ bazaar streets, 
and then through the goldsmiths and 
silversmiths' street, around through the 
temple street, and then through the 
street of Brahman residences, to adver- 
tise our presence and incite curiasity to 
know what we were aboot, we finally 
took our stand in the Brabman street, 
and all joined in singing one of the 
beautiful Telugu Christian lyrics and 
gatbered an audience of interested lis- 
tenere. 

We stood upon a little raised platform 
on ope side of tbe street against the 
house walla The houses were al) of one 
story, joined togetber like a city block, 
with flat roofs and a low parapet along | 
the front of the roof. One cf our native 


pels, and another preached briefly ; then 
one of my fellow missionaries followed, 
preaching more at length, while I 


| watched the acdience, tostady the coun- | 


tenances of the people among whom I | 
expected to work. | 
I had noticed that bebind tbe bouses | 
on the opposite side of the street there | 
was a long row of trees growing in their 
back yards, the branches of which 
stretched out over the flat roofs. 
Chancing to raise my eyes, I noticed 


| many branches of these trees beginning 


to bend downward toward tbe roofs and 
saw the faces of some old jack monkeys 
peering ont through the foliage. Soon 
some of them jumped down and came 
forward to see what their ‘‘big broth- 
ers'' in the street were about, as they 
stood gazing £o intently at these white 
men standing on the platform. Spring- 
ing upon tbe parapet, they seated them- 
selves, with tbeir bind feet banging 
over in front, and gazing with fixedneas 
at the preacher, as they saw the people 


Other monkeys followed, ontil tbere 
was a long row of them thas seated on 
the parapet. The late comers I could see 
walking along behind tbe parapet, jock- 
ing for a place wide enough to get a 
seat. Failing to find a wide cnonugh 
place between two already seated mon-

And Mother 
Wise lived in Egypt 6,000 yenrs before 
we opened our wise eyelids) And Mother 
Wise knew Cinderella by heart and by 
bead and wrote down all about her dear 
little slipper ia the vocabulary of the 
Pharaohs, older than the great pyramid. 

As you step into the antique kitchen 
in tho house of Jobn Howard Payne 
you almost expect to see an ancient 
Egyptian stalk around the corner and 
Cheops’ sucred pussy cat iu a biero- 
glyphic attitude on the hearth. How 
quaint—how yuaivt itis! Didn't I hear 
little Cinderella's laugh and see those 
dear littlc plump hands clapped together 
with joy? And is that glow flooding 
window and wall the silver ether that 
floats around tho fairy and dissolves, 
slowly, in arevolving, radiant rainbow, 
into colors that the fairy takes and stars 
in tho blue of her eyes and the frank, 
fresh cherry of her lips?

One Must Be the Superior. 

In any living organization the supreme 
power never dies. The king never dies, 
and against the possibility of the presi- 
dent dying we have made au elaborate 
provision, which sufficiently speaks for 
the danger jt seeks to avoid. But in the 
slow moving action of the huge organ- 
isms that we call nations and govern- 
ments there is tima enough for kings 
and presidents to sleep, to be off guard; 
whereas, in the rapid movements of 
ships and the frequent sudden vicissi- 
tude of sea life the captain—the cap- 
tain’s power—cannot.sleep. It is plain 
to say his person must.. No more than 
the proverbial switch tender can he, as a 
babit, be on duty 20 hours ont of the 
24. Hence arises the necessity for the 
watch officer, who is in charge of the 
deck and vested while so with all the 
captain’s power for the conduct of that 
which goes on on deck or pertains to the 
direction. He holds this contro! not be- 
cause he is the captain or lieutenant by 
grade and title, but because of the office 
be is then filling. Is this considered an 
extravagant claim—unlimited? 

And as it is on deck so it is in the en- 
gine room. The man in charge there, 
himself in his sphere, exercises a control 
as absolute as the captain and the offloer 
of the watch—like them absolute, like 
them limited. Bat there are two on 
duty at the same time—the deck officer 
and the engine officer, the directive and 
the motive fureca. The unity of resalt 
demands that they be not independent, 
One mast be the superior, and it must 
be the ove who hascbarge of the direct- 
ive force, as that which is the more os- 
sential to the safety and government of 
the vessel; not because the one man is 
superior to the other mao, but because 
the ono power is more important than 
the otber.—Captain A. T. Mahan, U. 
8. N., in North American Review, 


France Compliments the English. 

An Englishman, though generally 
thick skinbed, does not take in an in- 
differcut way the revilementsa he re- 
ceives from a major part of the French 
press, An article in Macmillan's Maga- 
zine entitled ‘‘French and English’’ 
complains of the treatment:

This terrific orea- 
ture, says the French journalist, roams 
up and down the world, impelled only 
by the lust of plunder and of blood, but 
he is happiest when he is robbing the 
honest Frenchn?an of his due or cajoling 
the mild mannered Beligan (on the 
Kougo) into the forfeiture of his ivory. 
Above all, this shameless hybrid is alert. 
If the sun never sets on his empire, his 
eyo vever closes in sleep, and ever from 
beneath his drooping lid he espies some 
fresh occasion for ruin and outrage. To 
his impious ingenuity no limit is set. 
He is capuble of organizing the manu- 
facture of dynamite and of betraying 
his own plot that Frauce may tremble 
for the safety of her czar. Not long 
since a halfpenny print, in search of a 
headline, announced the murder of the 
sultan, and, declared the Parisian jour- 
nais, the falsehood was plainly invented 
by England, that monster personified, 
with the deliberate intent to shake the 
peace of Europe.

ONE OF NELSON’S CAPTAINS. 


A New Yorker Commanded a British Ship 
In the Battle of the Nile. 

The fifth ship was the Theseus, 
tain Ralph Willett Miller. This gentle- 
man, whom after his premature death 
Nelson styled ‘‘the only truly virtuous 
man J ever knew, '’ was by birtha New 
Yorker, whose family had been 
during the American Revolution. A let- 
ter from him to his wife gives an ae- 
count of the fight which is at once 
among the most vivid and from 
professional standpoi& the @.ost sat 
factory of those which have been Gatis- 
mitted to us. Of the Theseus’ entrance 
into the battle he says: 

“In running along the enemy's line 
in the wake of the Zealous and Golfath, 
I observed their shot sweep just over ua. 
And knowing wel) that at such a mo- 
ment Frenchmen would not have cool- 
ness enough to change their elevation, 
I closed them suddenly, and, rauning 
under the arch of their shot, reserved 
my fire,*every gun being loaded with 
two and some with three round’ shot, 
until I had the Guerrier’s mgsts in a 
line and her jibboom about six feet clear 
of our rigging. We then opened with 
such effect that a second breath coalé 
not be drawn before her main and mis» 
zen masts were also gone. This was pre-

THE CRANE DANCE. 


Where the Soubrettes Got Their Idea For 
a Specialty. 

There ia a dance called the crane 
dance, which is popular at the vatde- 
ville houses. At Lincoln park there is.a 
real crane which does a crane danos, 
and those who bave seen ita saltatorial 
feats say the bird does it much better 
than do the featherleas, two legged ani- 
mals. 

No purely imitative dancing could 
fail to gain by being an exact copy df 
the performance of the long necked, 
spindle legged sand hill crane. Its steps 
are not only grotesque, but they are of 
a kind to make the gravest onlooker lose 
his dignity and laugh like a delighted 
boy at the cirous. This Lincoln park 
bird at the outset of his dance is’ the 
personification of dignity. When in-the 
days of his freedom he tripped it on-his 
native sand hills for the sole benefit-of 
his mate, be did so only in the spring- 
time, but pow, in his lowly captive 
state, he dances in and out of season‘? 
the keeper who feeds him will but wiive 
his arms and take an awkward step or 
two to give him encouragement. 

The crane begins its dance by shoving 
one long leg, with its claw attachment, 
straight out in front of his body. wit 
he lowers it and draws it back slow 
until it is within an inch or two of the 
ground. Then there is: a lightninglike 
double -shuffie, and the other leg ia 
pointed <o the front. Then the dance 
begins in earnest. The wings are 
stretched and beat the air in perfect 
time to the movement of the feet, be 
they going fast or slow. There is the 
semblance of a clog; then the sinuous 
foot and body movement of the nantob 
girl, and in a moment the whirl of the 
dancing dervish, to be succeeded as @ 
finale by a sort of wild ‘‘all hands 
round,’’ in which every feather of the 
bird is alive, as it enters into the joy af 
the dance with an utter abandon. The 
act of stopping is like the ‘‘halt’’ of the 
German soldier—sudden, stiff and In-. 
stant. Then the crane marches away &® 
a corner with a still stately tread, bed 
with an eye which appeara to reveal ei 
barrassment.—Chicago Times-Herald.

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Decision Tending to Encourage Oy- 
ster Planting In Dorchester— 
Public Rights in Natural 
Beds and Bars of 
Oysters. 


Cambridge, Md., Feb. 14—On Saturday 
Judge Henry Lloyd decided the case in- 
volving the rights of five oyster-planters 
to lots which they had taken upin Chop- 
tank river under existing law. The de- 
cision is to the effect that the proprietors 
of three of these lota, George W. Woolford, 
Thomas C. Ross and Mrs. Thomas C. Ross 
shal! not be disturbed, and that two lotë 
appropriated,respectively, by Mre,George 
W. Woolford and Mrs. Winterbottom, 
shall pe vacated. Each of the lots is 
of five acres. It is the frst time a peti- 
tion to vacate an oyster lot bas been dis- 
missed in the circuit. The courts have 
been uniformly guided by the definition 
of a natural bar lsid down by the late 
Judge Goldsborough, in which lot-bold- 
ers’ planting rights could not be acquir- 
ed. This definition was that natural 
beds or bars are “lands where oysters 
grow naturally and in large quantities, 
and to which the public are now and 
have been for many years in the babit of 
resorting, with a yiew of earning a live- 
libood by catching this natural growth.” 

Judge Lloyd holds that three of the 
lots do not measure up to Judge Golds- 
borough's definition of an oyster lot. He 
st the same time considers that there are 
some bottoms which may be lawfully ta- 
ken up and planting rights secured. He 
hoids “that the Lerislature never intend- 
ed to give the right to locate and appro- 
priate lots for oyster plantingonly where 
oysters never grew, but to prohibit the 
appropristion to private use, as distin- 
guished from the general public use of 
existing self-creative and producing oys- 
ter rocks or bars nature yeilds unaided 
by man's help or artificial culture in suf- 
cient quantities for the aniform, habitus] 
and constant resort for oystermen see k- 
ing a living from tbe nstural growth and 
catch them.” 

Jodge Lloyd further says “Lands can- 
not be natural oyster bars or beds mere- 
ly because oysters are scattered here and 
there cpomthem, and because if planted 
they will ily live and thrive there. 
Bot whenever tbe natural growth is so 
thick and abundant that the public re- 
sort to it for a livelibood it isa natural 
oyster bar or bed and comes within the 
restrictions ofthe law and cannot be lo- 
cated.” 

The oyster-lot law, he considers, was 

passed “to encourage the cultivation and 
production of oysters by private parties.” 
He adds: “And I think it was farther 
meant that tbey might be cultivated any 
where where tbey had ceased to grow 
naturally in large quantities Ifin old 
imes certain ye ld-d large quantities, but 
are now barren, I do not think the mere 
fact of people resorting thither ten years 
azo should prevent or hinder the appro 
priation of these gronnds to the private 
planting of oysters thereon now. It will 
not do to say oysters grow upon them 
naturally simply because they bave grown 
upon them in tbe past.” 

On the other band, the Jodge said it 
would not jastify the conclusion that s 
bed was depleted because there haye 
been no oysters on it for a year or two; 
nor would it do fora man to exhaust s 
bed of the natural oysters and then seek 
to locate a loton it for planting. 

On the general subject Judge Lioyd 
made the followingimportant statement. 

“Robert S. Marshall and others have 

filed a large number of petitions—abonut 
30—to yacate pretty much all locations 
of oyster lots for the private planting of 
oysters made within the past twelve 
months on the Dorchester side of the 
Choptank river from Oyster Shel! Point 
to Cambridge, covering a distance of 
eight or ten miles’ If one may judge 
from the petitions alone the entire Dor- 
chester shore most either be a natural 
rock or bar of oysters, or one element of 
those engaged in the oyster business has 
determined that the proyisions of the 
law, infended to encourage planting and 
private calture of oysters, shall be made 
nugatory and of no effect. In the latter 
view of the case, althoogh elsewhere, in 
other communities, a source of immense 
wealth and a field of steady employment 
at pood wages to many oystermen are 
afforded from this branch of basinces, 
yet here in our own midst no man will 
be able or likely to risk his capital in an 
enterprire wherein some of the people 
who, in the first place, sell him the oys- 
tera he plants, afterward seek to vacate 
and set aside the location of bis planting 
grounds upon the theory of its being a 
patural rock or bar of oysters.

I am inclined to think your correspon- 
dent is mach of his mind,or more proba- 
bly be is in sympathy with tbe Editor, 
and wants to relieye him to some extent 
of the burden of looking up something 
te fill his paper. But; for fear I may be 
mistaken, I will attempt to make clear 
the idea I wished to convey in my first 
letter. which was this: The present 
social and financial condition of the 
farmer, is largely due to lack of educa- 
tion. Also to attempt to answer some of 
his questions. Just here, in order that 
there may be no possible chance of be 
ing misunderstood, these remarks will 
apply to the writer, equally with the 
rest of my farmer friends. 

“Can any process of education advance 
the price of products?” 

We would answer, botb ın the nega- 
tive and affirmative. 

We cannot for a moment suppose that, 
where our produce is put upon the mar- 
ket,the consumer would concern himself 
about the qualification of the producer, 
whether he was rich or poor, educated 
and refined or illiterate and coarse. But 
the quality and condition of the article 
would be considered only, Just so, 
or the real trouble woule play no part. 

The profit from any product does not 
depend so much upon the selling price, 
as the cost of production. Hereis where 
we claim tbat education steps in. 
Thoughtful, intelligent action from the 
selection of the seed, till the crop is 
marketed. Taking into consideration, the 
soil. its condition, fitness for the crop in- 
tended to be produced, cheapest and best 
machinery and everything thst is neces- 
ary to produce the largest amount at the 
least expense. 

There are certain localities, by nature 
and situation, where one crop can be 


grown more abundantly and af less ex- ' 


pense than another, and disposed of more 
profitably, yet, how mauy of us, who 
never take these things into considera- 
tion, but go into it blindly. tow few have 
made use of the best and most improved 
farming implemente, The natara! ten- 
dency is to fulluw the old methods, uot 
realizing new metbods, new machinery 
and greater competition. 

Tue bundreds of thousands of acres of | 
rich western lands, adapted to the grow- 
th of grain, where the steam plow and 
other labor saving Machiuery are exteo- 
sively used, makes i. a question worthy 
of consideration. whether or not iu our 
soil and under present conditions, we 
can compete in that line. 

Electricity, cable cars, bicycles &c., 
have driven thousands of horses from 
our markets. Ali these changes lessen- 
ing the demand both for horses and feed 

Gradually but surely these things have 
come upon as, almost unawares, and 
brougbt about a new era, and we are 
startled. Very many other changes of 
an important n.ture in this connéction 
have taken place. We are beginning to 
eee the situation. Can matters be ad- 
justed at once? Impossible 

Jf, thréngh the medium of the press, 
which is collecting and disseminating 
news throughout the civilized world, 
with cultured and inquiring minds, we 
bad kept abreast with the constant and 
wonderígl changes and their tendencies, 
we would haye been able to meet the 
emergencies. 

Suppose, for the sake of argument, 
we imagine the cultivatora of the soil 100 
years ago, to have been men well equip- 
ped for the farm, and what we term 
scholars today. Do you tell me that 
the present condition of agricalture 
would exist? Do we haye any such 
thing as class legislation? We hear 
sometbing about it onceinawhile. Are 
there any favored classes? Statementa 
to this effect are sometimes made. Are 
they the farmers? Would those imagina- 
ry beings,skilled farmers and economiste, 
have quietly sat with arms folded and 
mouths closed and allowed certain class 
legislation and privileges, that would en- 
able many to become millionaires, while 
little or no effort was made in their be- 
half? No. 

Why is it that you neser hear of a 
millionaire farmer? or for that matter, a 
many thousandaire?

A PUZZLING PARIS HOUSE. 


ft Has Two Spiral Stairways Which Look 
Like One at Times. 

One of the greatest curiosities of Paris 
is the bouse with the double staircase. 
It does not figure in the guidebook and 
is not among the places of interest that 
are photographed, but, for all that, it 
is of greater interest than many of the 
things that come within this class 

This house bas entrances at 85 Rue 
Radzivill and at 18 Rue de Valois. It is 
in the quarter of the Palais Royal—that 
palace now given up largely to restau- 
rants and cheap jewelry shops, and once 
the realises of the most licentious of 
French princes, the regent &'Orleans. 
The quarter is one of the most central 
in Paris, and all Americans who have 
been in Paris know it, but the house, 
which isa few steps from the Palais 
Royal, the Ruede Rivoli and the Louvre, 
escapes general attention because it faces 
on dark and narrow streeta. 

Each staircase begins on opposite sides 
of the central space of the house and is 
continued separate rigbt up to the roof. 
They are in a graceful spiral form. The 
house is nine stories bigh, a very con- 
siderable height for one so old. As you 
loak up the wall you can bardly realize 
that there is more than one stairway. 

The result of this arrangement is that 
one stairway takes yoo to the first floor 
apartment on the. right, the second floor 
on the left, aud so on. The other stair- | 
way tnkes you to the first floor on the 
left, tbe esccond floor on the right, and 
go cn. You most be very careful to 
choose tbe right stairway when you are 
going to an opurtment, otherwise yon 
as far as the sixth floor and 

the wrong side of the 
st as weli tken to goto 
down by the other 
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ilt to describe the puzzling 
efectof tuts contrivance on those who 
eo it for the first time. No more in- 
genious contrivance for cxciting pro- 
fanity and causing confosion was ever 
designed by urchituct. The beacty lies 
in ite simplicity, which gives jt an ad- 
vantage over secret doors and such la- 
borious devices.

Tbe man 
who knows tells bis friend to go up 
stairs Then be goes up bimself by the 
opposite stairway. When be has gone 
up about two stcries, be Jeans over the 
balustrade and tells his friend to join 
bim.

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TURE OF CELERY. 


KALAMAZOO RECOGNIZED AS ONE OF 
ITS CHIEF CENTERS. 


What Hollanders Hare Accomplished In | 


the Vielalty of This Michigan Town— Va- 
tying Claims as to the Profits of Celery 
Growing. 


‘. 

Kalamazoo celery is gò wel) known in 
every part of this coantry that the name 
is used for all the better kinds of cel- 
ery, and, like Blas Point oysters and 
Little Neck clams, the guarantee con- 
tained in the mame sells the article to 
the exclusion of other branda, The ex- 
cellencs of this celery is said to be due 
to three things—good seed, dark, heavy 
ecil and care in growing and bleaching 
it. Careful packing might be added. 
But as any gardener can select good 
seed and give the plants good culture 
Kalamazoo must excel in the sei) or 
better natural conditions as a celery re- 
gion. e 

The celery meadows are just outside 
of the town of Kalamazoo, north and 
South of the city, and surrounded by 
hills, divided crosswise by a high ridge, 
on which the houses are bailt. The 
meadows are about three miles long 
and a mile wide. These bottom lands 
are not common farming lands, but are 
composed of a peculiar form of black 
muck, the result of vegetable decompo- 
sition, and formerly they were so rich 
that no fertilizers were needed. Not 
more than a dozen years ago very little 
celery was raised on these meadows 
and none for shipment to other mar- 
keta. Joseph Donkly, the florist, was 
cne of tbe pioneers in the industry, rec- 
ognizing the peculiar value of the 
muck soil for celery. He owned one of 
the earliest celery farms, and it is ro- 
ported that he amassed a fortune from 
the business before it was injured by 
cont petition. 

In recent years the output has been 
60 enormous that prices have dropped 
from 20 cents to 10 cents per dozen, 
and many growers have been complain- 
ing. The seasons of 1892-3 were com- 
paratively poor ones, and a number of 
the growers left their farms to engage 
in the same business in the suburbs of 
New York, but they soon returned to 
their home town. The growers are near- 
ly all Hollanders, and they live io 
dwellings on their small holdings, 
which generally consist of from five to 
ten acres. They area frugal, industrious 
race, and they adopt the most advanced 
system of intensive farming. Five acres 
here easily support an ordinary Holland 
family, aud there is uo doubt bat the 
head of it saves money 

The city of Kalamazco is one of the 
prettiest iu the country, and it owes 
not a little of this to the industry of 
the celery growers The amount of cel- 
ery shipped from the city varies from 
year to year, but a conservative esti- 
mate places the average quantity at 60 
tons per day from July 1 to Jan. 1. 
This would mean about 8,606,000 doz- 
ens, and at 10 cents per dozen this would 
smount to $360,000. As this is a very 
low estimate, one js almost safe in say- 
ing that the indaostry nets the town at 
least €500,0C0 a year. 

The bane! s of celery ure packed in 
wooden bozes and skipped to commis- 
sion men. Tue boxes are made in the 
town, giving emplormens to a nomber 
m They ure about the size 
of a peach crate, 24 inches lung, 16 
inches wide and 6 to 8 inches deep. 

Fertilizers aro now used freely upon 
the already mch bottom Jands, and ev- 
ery time s grower takes a load of celery 
into the town he brings back a load of 
fertilizer. It is claimed that four crops 
of colery arc raised in ono season on the 
land, but this is not literally true. The 
farmers mako four plantings, which 
maturo from Jaly to December, but 
tbeso cau hardly bo called four crops. 
The first planting is made early, and as 
this celery must be bleached with 
boards ig isan inferior grade. The old 
saying ig that celery is not fit to eat 
oti] after the first frost, and in a sense 
this is truc, but modern conditions of 
our markets demacd that celery shall be 
ready for use all tho year ronnd. The 
southern growers send it north early in 
summer, ahd since people wil] buy this 
vegetable out of season the Kalamazoo 
growers begin to send their product to 
the cities much carlior than five years 
ago. 

The questiou of profit in celery grow- 
ing is a dispated one, and, like straw- 
berry farming. tbero are stories current 
of farmers making 300 per acre, while 
others claim that if they make §50 per 
acre they aro doing well. At Greentown, 
O., whero the largest celery farm ander 
the control of one man is Jocated, the 
profits are said to average between $200 
and $400 per acre. There are nearly 100 
acres planted with celery on that farm, 
and if these figures are correct the own- 
er has every reason to believe that farm- 
ing does pay. Like the Kalamazoo cel- 
ery landa, the soil at Greentown, O., is 
exceedingly rich and well adapted to 
the cultcre of the celery plaut. But 
even so, cheap labor must be emplosed 
to make tho farm pay enything like 
$300 or $400 per acro. Here in Kalama- 
zoo the growers belicve that $100 and 
$200 per acre is a guod profit, anda 
man with ton acres of soil need not 
suffer great!y with such an income. Six 
years ago the same laud could have 
made profits of $100 per acre, but then 
the growers were receiving jast twice 
as much for the p colery as they ure to- 
‘ur. New York Past.

How the New President 
Will Be Inaugurated. 


THE TRIP TO THE CAPITOL 


Cannon Will Annourtce the Tak- 
» ing of the Oath. 


Tha Great Parado From Capitol to White 
House—Centrast Between the Present 
Display and That of Other Times— The 
Great Ball In the Pension Dalldiog. 


The first president of the United States 
to take tho osth in Washington was Jef- 
ferson, and it is one of the traditions of 
history that he rode to the capitol, hitched 
his horse with his own hand and went 
without escort in to the senate chamber, 
where he wasswornin. This story, though, 
has another version, which is sustained by 
some authority. Itis mid that Jefferson 
was living in a boarding place not far 
from the capitol, and on the day of the 
inauguration he walked to the senate 
chamber in a very democratic way and en- 
tered without escort. He went back to the 
boarding house and sat, as was his custom, 
at the foot of the table that evening, and 
when some one offered to congratulate him 
he said that he would rather be congratu- 
lated at the end of his administration than 
at the beginning of it. There is nó doubt 
of Jefferson's ‘‘simplicity’’ in his official 
relations. Though he had been accustomed 
to the life of a planter havinga small army 
of slaves at his beck and call, he refused 
to observe the ceremonies which Washing- 
ton and his friends had thought should be 
a part of the tribute to the office of 
president, and he was found by a foreign 
minister one day blacking his own boota. 

Washington was escorted from his home 
at Mount Vernon to Elicabcthport, spend- 
ing one night at Princeton, where he was 
to be present afterward ata famous gradu- 
ation day of the university; and at Tronton 
young girls strewed flowers in his path. 
From Elizabcthport he went by barge to 
New York, still undor formal escort, and 
his entry to New York was of a triumphal 
character. His inauguration was a severo- 
ly formal affair, preceded by prayor and 
followed by attendance on divino service. 
He took the oath in the presence of the 
people in front of the federal building, and

be delivered his inaugural address to the 
senate. There was much perturbation 
among the senators over a question of eti- 
quette on this occasion. They were unable 
to determine whether they should remain 
standing or seated in the presence of the 
president, Without any agreement they 
arose when Washington entered the cham- 
ber and remained standing while he read 
his message; for this first address was as 
much a message to congress as an inaugu- 
fal address. Custom has changed this 
The president no longer addresses congress 
In person, All his communbicntions are 
rent in writing. Besides congress is not 
in session nowndaya when the president is 
sworn la. The senate moets at noon of the 
4thof March on the callof the retiring 
president, but the house docs not inect un- 
ul thoe new president is-ccs a proclama- 
tion calling congress together. 

Washing:on's inaguguration waa witness- 
ed by a great throng dt: people, and there 
was much cnthusiasth, whieh Igsted for 
sovern! days. All the Incldcnts of the In- 
auguration were not crowded into a single 
day, as they ary now. The inaugufel ball 
was held several days after the day of the 
inauguration, but on the night of that day 
there wero Creworks, 

Washington drove to his second inaugu- 
ration In a coach drawn by six white 
horses. He was dressed in black velvet 
coat and knoe breeches, with- diamond 
buckles at tho knee. Hix stockings were 
of black silk. His shoes.hed silver buckles. 
His hair was powdered and beld in place 
by a black silk bag. He wore a dress 
sword, with a highly ornamented hilt. 
Washington took the oath in the hall of 
the house of representatives, read his ad- 
dress to the assemLled scnators and repre- 
sentatives and withdrow. A grcat gnther- 
ing witnessed his arrival at the temporary 
capitol and his departure from it and 
cheeral him boisterously. 

Washington was again the chief figure 
of the inauguration when Adams was 
sworr. Ìn. Six months before be had made

Only the inauguration of Hayes was un- 
eventful compared with those which pre- 
ceded and bave followed it. Mr. Hayes 
came into town quietly, took the oath on 
Sunday (which was the 4th of March) and 
went to the capitol to deliver his address 
Monday. There was no ball to mark his 
inauguration — only a torchlight proces; 
sion. 

President Elect and Mrs. McKinlcy say 
goodby to their two story frame house in 
Canton, where they have spent many happy 
days, with a touch of regret. In that house 
have come to them their greatest triumphs. 
I say their triumphs becauseall that Major 
McKinley has belongs to both of therm in 
the fullest degree. It was in that hoaso 
that they received the news of Mr. McKin- 
ley’s nomination, and there the newsvf his 
success at the polls was flashed to them 
over the special wires. 

Until Major McKinley is inaugurated 
his home will be at he Ebbitt house.

The bare walls 
everywhere and all of the smalter pillars 
have been covered with bunting as a back- 
ground for the flowers and greens which 
are prominent features of the decorations. 
The bunting and thousands of tiny electric 
fairy lamps hayo been used principally to 
bring out in greater relief the floral de- 
signs. 

The president and vice president, with 
their faimilics, will be in charge of a recep- 

| tion committee, of which Major General

Bedouin and Egyptians. 

R. Talbot Kelly, the English artist, 
writes a paper for The Century entitled ‘‘In 
the Desert With the Bedouin,” for which 
he furnishes many striking Illustrations. 
Concerning the Arabs, Mr. Kelly says: 
Lacking cducation themselves, their re- 
spect for superior knowledge is great, and 
they eagerly listen to and absorb such in- 
formation as may be gleaned in their casual 
intercourse with the peoples met during 
their wanderings. However, great as is 
their respect for knowledge, they hold 
horsemanship in still greater esteem, and 
I attribute much of my success in 
with the Arabs to the fact that Ico 
ride the half wild desert stallions, in w 
my previous experience of rough riding in 
Marocco stood me in good stend. Indeed; 
their contempt for their neighbors the 
Egyptians is completely expressed in thelr 
common reference to them as ‘‘those dirty 
Egyptians who cannot ride a borse,"’ 

I may here remark that in their habits 
and persons the Bedouins are very.clean 
peoplo—a claim the most ardent admires. 
of the Egpytians can hardly maintain in 
tbeir case, and I have known of Arabs 
who, obliged to cross the delta, have car’ 
ried out with them sufficient desert sand, 
with which to cover the ground before they, 
would deign to pitch their tents or sit upon 
the ‘‘dirty soil of Masr."" Differing from- 
the Egyptians in many essential

of the strictest type, they seem to pratticn 
all that is good in Mohammedanism, and’ 
avail themselves but little of its license. t
